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WHEAT FOR HUNGRY 
MOUTHS. 
In some quarters recent developments In wheat 
prices ire being heralded ss Ute forerunner of s great 
struggle between producer ami consumer. 
Explana­ 
tory of the sharp drop which has characterised the 
market recently, It la said that Europe had bought 
grudgingly and sparingly from Canada and the Unit* 
ed States In the hope that by withholding support It 
will ultimately be able to buy its bread more cheaply. 
That Is a strange relation which 
exists between 
Canada and the mother country, for example. 
The 
Canadian wheat grower* were the first to organise 
for the purpose of stabilising prices. The wheat pool 
formed by the farmer* in the great northwest prov­ 
inces recruited a larger membership and controlled a 
Urger portion of the crop than was possible through 
purely voluntary efforts In the United States. Such 
action, however, meant that British subjects living 
in England, Wales. Scotland and Ireland paid more 
for their wheat than they otherwise would have paid. 
The people of the British Isles rebelled against this. 
They would buy their wheat where they could get it 
cheapest, regardless of the fact that 
Canada was 
bound to the empire by UM of blood and tradition. 
If Europe** atUtude has been correctly Interpreted, 
then It Is the beginning of a new phase of the old 
struggle, which has been going on between producer 
and consumer. The hundreds of millions of people 
living in Europe must tat. Of all of the nations of 
Europe. Russia alone produces or is capable of produc­ 
ing a great surplus of wheat. The British Isles, and 
Oermany must both import great quantities of the 
cereal. France sometimes has a surplus; sometimes a 
shortage, depending entirely upon the condition of the 
crop. and when she raises more wheat than she needs 
the excess is sold with the assistance of a government 
subsidy. Italy finds it necessary to Import grain 
One of the factors which has aided th* 
North 
American wheat grower has been th* disorganised 
condition of Russia. Now the soviet government ha* 
ouUined and is putting Into effect what it calls its 
5-year plan. Part of it calls for the cropping of vast 
stretches of rich wheat land in the Volga valley. For

POWERFUL SUPERSTITION. 
Deaths of two persons in London, who had been 
indirectly connected with the archaeological expedi­ 
tions which led to the unearthing of the ancient tomb 
of Tut-ankh-amen led to numerous rumors there that 
the deaths were due to a curse of the Pharaohs be­ 
cause of interference with their final resting places. 
Superstition has not yet been eradicated as a fac­ 
tor in human life, despite the progress of the sciences 
and the removal of much of the uncertainties of life 
as man has gained a greater mastery over nature. 
It is to be doubted lf superstition can ever be com­ 
pletely removed. 
As long as human intelligence is 
unable to pierce completely the veil which Is the 
mystery of life, there can be no certain interpretation 
of many of the activities of the universe. Lacking 
such assurance, it la toe much to expect that men and 
women will cease to accept emotional reactions to un­ 
expected events. That the gradual extension of sci­ 
entific knowledge and a general improvement in the 
intelligence of the world will reduce the influence of 
superstition can be expected to follow from the pro*, 
ress already made. 
The removal of superstition Is. 
lite all other human progress, a slow and tedious 
process. 
Today, we can point to many superstitions which 
have been largely effaced. 
We can point to others 
such as the Tut-ankh-amen superstition which affect 
certain sections of th* population. We ar* undoubted­ 
ly sUll possessed of superstitions of which we are un­ 
aware. which later generations will view with as much 
tolerant amusement as we view the superstitions of 
primitive man.

around society, human nature, criminals, punishment, 
legislation.

But these countries are not in the 
market for wheat and there is little likelihood that 
economic conditions will ever permit them to buy ex­ 
tensively. As against the 8ovi«t threat in the S-year 
program, it is evident that the struggle between pro­ 
ducer and consumer will turn largely upon develop­ 
ments in the four great wheat producing nations of 
the United States, Canada, Australia and the Argen­ 
tine.

Well houses will be built and 
turbines installed to pump directly 
into the

Bchroeder says, than laying a flow 
line and pumping from other wells. 
The new reservoir will be con­ 
nected with the six-mtllton gallon 
reserve

Twenty-eighth

connecting with a twenty-inch line. 
A feature in the construction of 
the new reservoir will be a pipe 
extending over the top from the 
inside, 
and connecting 
with the 
sixteen-inch main. The pipe will be 
twelve inches in diam eter and will 
serve to prevent the reservoir from 
overflowing while pumping is under 
way and the outlet valve* closed. 
This also will make available fresh 
water at all times. 
The top of the reservoir will be 
the same type construction as has 
been used in others of the city’s 
great tanks. I t will be covered with 
twelve inches of earth which Is to 
be smoothed for use as a tennis 
court.
